On the Court resuming after tiffin, 

The~Attorney General said the position 
of the Captain was this: ‘He said what- 
ever agreement yon may have made, 
I must oboy my owners or my_ ship's 
churterers.” That Messrs Stevens_did not 
put themselves forward as the agents uf the 
master of the ship, that is the agent of an- 
other agent of: their own principal, was 
shown, he contended, by « comparison of 
what they would have done all throughout 
had thero. bear such an iden in their head 
and whiit thoy really did do.. It was only 
after they had done what they saw was 
beyond their instructions, and after; by the 
restoration of the wire, that they heard 
from Mesars. Macalister, that they began 
to. open -the eyes of all those around 
thom. First they wrote a letter to Messrs 
Hing Kee, opening their eyes for the 
firat time to the ‘important piece of infor- 
mation that in what they had done they 
were acting forthe captain, and that it was 
om his authority that they iade the 
chirter'party. They had then to open the 
eyes of Messrs Macalister ; they told that 
firm that although they were their specially 
constituted agents, with regard to this par- 
ticular work they were acting under entire 
ly different authority derived from their 
agent, the ccaptain of the Midlothian; snd 
then they had the audacity to write to 
Messrs Macalister to the effect that they: 
surely had misunderstood or have forgotten 
if indeed they ever had understood the in- 
structions they had given. the captain in- 


order to ennble them to take sucha stand 
they must first make “sure of the -captain. 
They got his assent, that was a most 
natural thing td ‘obtain and. they “had 
to make out—that they had his instruc- 
tions or authority, They had to throw the 
burdén on to somebody else—and thought 
the captain was. the fittest man—of their 
exceeding their instructions from Mesers 
Macalister. They adopted the unprece- 
dented mode of protecting themselves, of 
getting another agont of their principal to 
say thatitwas by hisinstructions it was done, 
he having larger puwers than themselves. 
This would protect them from Mesars 
Macalister on the one hand, and Hing Kee 
on-the other, . Mr Janios ‘adopted the do- 
vice of getting .a letter out of the Captain 
with this end in view. He did not shrink 
from saying that that letter was improperly 
obtained. ‘The Cuptain signed the letter 
without taking care tv know what he was 
doing, without reading it properly, he told 
them, he took it on trust, he took itas being 
correct in view of the. confidence, and in 
view of the understanding that ‘must pre- 
vail and he believed very largely did prevail 
amongst people who were pluced in the 
same position 18 they were. They ob- 
tained it. : 

Mr Hayllar; By fraud! 

The Attorney General. continuing said 
his learned friend was: anticipating « con- 
clusion othef friends might come to, but he 
had not used the word fraud. 

Mr Rayllar; Then, you don’t allege 
fraud, 

Tho Attorney General: I neither say 
that I put it forward as fraud or that I do 
not put it forward us fraud. I am inaking 
comments on ‘the facts. Iam making my 
comments on the facts, which facts will. be 
proved to justify. Proceeding, the. Attur- 
ney General described how Mr Jamea had 
come forward and said ‘‘ We have prepar- 
eda letter which will keep us ght with 
Macalister. You can sign it, You are all 
right.” In doing this, he (the Attor- 
ney General) maintained, that Mr Jnmes 
was leading the Captain into a trap. Had 
it been acnt on board with a letter 
asking him to sign it, it might have 
been different, but it was presented to him 
when he was on shore, busy and hurried, and 
when he was closing up and was saying 
* good bye." The Captain signed it withe 
out reading it. He did not shrink from saying 
that such 's document was improperly 
obtained. . The learned Counsel then went 
on to the question of the difference of the 
evidence of Mr James and the Captain as to 


the conditions of the charter and into the | 


question of the special authority of the 
Captain which he submitted. was nullified, 
the ground was quite suflicient for hin, by 
the matter of time. .He compared the ovi- 
dence of the two witnesses on this pont ard 
contended that it showed that the special 
authority given was misused; The cuntract 
was closed before the howr he fixed,. and 
therefore Mr James was responsible. To 
come ‘to this conclusién he. asked his 
Lordship to believe the Captain’s evi- 
dence, and to reject Mr James’. story. 
There was no possibility of escaping this 
—he regretted that such a case should arise 
as much as anything ; but it seemed to him 
that when it did arise it must be dealt with 
in the proper wey. In this case ono must 
be. fight and one wrong, It was not a 
question of memory, unless his . Lord- 
ship thought’ that - the . memory or 
the want. of memory had deceived

H.E. Ching How in 1861, in conjune- 
tion with the then Consul of France, fixed 
the limitations of the French Concession 
according to Atticle X of the trenty of 1860. 
Stones were set, and bearings of land-marks 
were taken with exactness, 60 that for many 
years no questions about boundaries were. 
raised. 

For accidental reasons, the French Con- 
cession ground was almost unused by for- 
eigners until 1874. The French Consulate, 
the Lazariat Church and missions, the hos- 
pital, and the dwellings. and stores of the 

‘rench community, was in. the city of 
Tientsin. In this respect the examples of 
the subjects of the other treaty Powers had 
been followed,-as until: lately’ most of the 
foreign traders in this place; who dwelt in 
the English Concession, had, for the con- 
venient conduct of affairs, houses, offices 
and Chinese clerks in the city. Thus, for 
many years, as the French residents were 
few and mostly dwellers in the city, whore 
the Consular officials and wissionaries dwelt 
also, the ground apportioned by treaty to 
France was left almost entirely to. Chinesu 
houses of debauch, to .grogshops of the’ 
vilest surt, to thieves and the very scum 
of the maculate city of Tientsin. 

In 1870,. Monsieur Fontanier, Consul of 
France, was inurdered with many of his 
compatriots. The French Consulate at 
the same’time was attacked: by ® mob, 
pillaged and burnt. In the flames, all the 
Consular archives were destroyed. 

After a while, a new French Consulate 
was built and occupied, a now church, 
mission house, and hospital were raised; 
roads were laid out, the river bank was 
faced with wood, and what with new 
forvign houses, large Chinese inns, good 
shops and’ stores, the French Concession 
began to assume a flourishing appearsnce. 

By . degrees, with invessant vigilance, 
labour and difficulty, and with the cordial 
help of the Chinese authorities, the people 
of bad character were one by one expelled, 
their houses xeplaced by good shops, and 
respectable natives then ‘settled in some 
numbers. The work of purification was 
not: easy, asin many or most cases the 
rowdy .and predatory people had already 
suffered ‘expulsion from the neighbouring 


English Settlement. ‘By degrees, the vicious |. cree 


were ousted by Monaicur Dillon, Consul for 
Franee, an efficient police force was estab- 
lished to maintain quiet and order, and all 
improvement were carried out that the 
modest revenues permitted.
